ate.. 
T he hoard is em pow ered to o r ­ 
ganize advisory councils for any' 
com m odity, 
selecting the 
seven 
m em b ers of the council from p er­

It will be the duty of th e 
council to advise w ith the hoard 
on crop situations and to advise 
producer« th ro u g h th e ir organiza­ 
tion of suitable p ro g ram s of p lan t­ 
ing or breeding.. 
A fter the organization of an a d ­ 
visory council for a com m odity the 
fed eral board would be em p o w er­ 
ed to certify a stabilization corpo­ 
ration for th a t com m odity, to be 
organized un d er th e law of any 
state. 
All voting stock or m e m ­ 
bership interests in the c o rp o ra ­ 
tion m u st be held by co-operative 
m ark e tin g associations or pro d u c­

W ith the end of his a d m in is tra ­ 
tion only th ree m o n th s aw ay and 
with m an y m em b ers of the house 
and senate a lread y tu rn in g th eir j 
e ars to w h a t the incom ing chief 
executive had to say, th e president 
gave his views on various su b ­ 
jects and 
on 
one, 
th e 
Kellogg 
pace treaty, expressed the hope it 
m ig h t he ratified before his re tire ­ 
m ent from office. 
Farm R elief 
F o r fa rm relief, 
Mr. Coolidge 
reiterated his suggestion for the 
c.eatio n of a federal farm board 
in ord er th a t 
the 
g o v ern m en t 
m ight aid in pro m o tin g 
orderly 
tru rk etin g and In 
h andling s u r ­ 
pluses clearly due to w e ath e r and 
seasonal conditions. 
H e suggested 
a revolving fund from governm ent 
money, 
until 
producers' 
associa­ 
tions had erected stabilizing 
o r ­ 
ganizations to finance them selves 
th ro u g h re g u la r credit Institutions. 
T em p o rary expediences, he said, 
though som etim es capable of a p ­ 
peasing d e m a n d s of th e m om ent, 
c an n o t p erm a n en tly 
solve 
th e 
surp lu s problem and m ig h t seri­ 
ously a g g rav ate it. 
H ence putting 
the g o v ern m en t directly into b u si­ 
ness, subsidies a n d price 
fixing, 
and the alluring prom ises of po ­ 
litical action as a substitute for 
p rivate initiative, should be av o id ­ 
ed." 
Following, the lines of 
his A r ­ 
m istice Day speech, the p re sid en t’s 
message 
repeated 
his desire for 
passage of the fifteen cruiser bill 
now pending in the senate. 
” Th< bill before the senate with 
the elim ination of the tim e clause 
should be passed.”

“I wish to repeat again for the 
benefit of the timid and the su s­ 
picious," said the president, "th at 
thp country is n eith er m ilitaristic 
nor imperialistic.

W hen 
such 
assistance is

t h a t we have foreign interests. F or 
us to refuse the custom ary support 
a n d 
protection of such 
Interests 
would ho in 
derogation 
of the 
sovereignty of th is nation. 
O ur 
largest foreign 
interests are 
in 
the R ritish em pire, 
F ra n c e 
and 
Italy. 
B ecause we are constantly 
solicitous 
for th e ir 
interests, 1 
doubt If anyone 
would 
suppose 
t h a t those countries feel we h a r ­ 
bor tow ard them any m ilitaristic 
or im perialistic design. 
"As for sm aller 
countries, we 
certainly do not w ant any of them . 
W e a re m ore anxious th a n they 
are to have their sovereignty re ­ 
spect." 
The president also reiterated his 
opposition to putting the go v ern ­ 
m en t into th e pow er or nitrate 
business in connection with legis­ 
lation affecting the Colorado river 
o r Muscle Shonls.
